THE ABANDONMENT OF. THE SHIP 
: ROCK TERRACE, 
MAILINE COURT OF INQUIRY. 

An official inquiry was hold at tho Har- 
dour Oflice to-day into the circumitances 
conneeted with the abandonmentof tho 
British ship Hock Verrace, at Guam, om 2nd 
Commander Rumsey, R.N., 
Harbour Master, presided, and the. other 
members of the Court were Staff Com- 
mander Bucknor, R.N., Victor Binmanuet ;

4. B. Atkinson, muster! of the Rod Ter- | 
race, anid—T ata in possession ofa master’s | 
certificate issued at Now York. J waa ap- 
pointed to the command of the Rock Terrace 
in July 1886, She was a North-American- 
built ship uf 1769 tons, owned by Troup und 
Sona, ‘St. Jchu’s, Néw Brunswick, Wo 
sailed on our last voyage from Philadel- 
phia on 27th September tast, bound for 
Hiogo with n cargo of petroleum in cases, 
The crew cunsiated of 24 all told. There 
was one certificated officer besides myself 
on board. Woe ‘rounded the Cape of Good 
Hope abuut three months after starting, 
We aid not. ses any land after that until we 
sighted the Island of Guam, On 28th. 
January wo were in latitude 9.26 6. and 
longitude 165.20 EK, The weather was 
aqually aud we were under typsail and 
main.top-gallant sail ‘nntil 3.30 p.m.' of 
that day. ‘At’ that time all hands wore 
called to shorten sail ag a heavy aquall 
was -comisg on. We were raaking a- 
North by Eas! course.. The squall came 


about fifteen minutes, Directly it censed 
we struck a reef heavily and remain- 
ad fast fur about ton minutes: Tho ahip 
stoppud and bumped very heavily several 
times with tho heavy ground swell that was 
ecaming in, Orders were given to clear away 
the boats, of which we had five. Tho -offi- 
cors suggested to.cut away the mast asthere 
were feurs it would fall and smash the boats, 
T would not, allow this, however, as I ex- 
pected her ty fluat offthe reef, She slipped’ 
off the reef directly after my giving orders 
that the mast was ‘not to be cut way. The 
ship ran ashore uuder lower topsail and. 
foresail," When sho came off I vave orders 
for-the watch toman the pumps. . Wa made 
no sail for the reat of that eveniig. The 
ship was brought’ up to her cours and 
headed North by East again. Whon the 


) well was sounded -we found about 38 inches 


of water in her, she continued after that to 
make about 7 inches an hour. We had 
two pumps ab ft the mainmast. We could 
only uae one for one watch, that was all 
they could run steadily. Both our bob- 
stays were-carried away forward. Weoould 
seo that the forefuot and part of the keel 
forward were gone, and we conid see from 
the taffrail. that ‘the keel was gono aft 
except the last length. That was all the 
damage we, could see, ‘The firat watch 
kept at-the pamp for two hours, in 
which tima she waa cleared of 18. inches of 
water, There were cight. men and two 
officers in each watch, One watch was 
kept at the pumps while the other waa te. 
pairing damages. For about 19 days we 
sailed under lower topsails. The ship was 
guing from two to four knots, I got ub- 
servations but not every day. At the ond 
of these 19 duys, we had about two'daya’ 
calm atid then got into the North East 
Trades. That was about the i6th of Fe- 
bruary, We made more sail, but finding 
that the ship was making mure waler we 
eoncluded to make for the Jdland of Guam. 
my object Keb to beagh the ship there and 
save the cargo. [navigated tha gbip by a 
general Track chart of the world and algo 
theSouth Paoific Directory. ‘We sighted. 
Guan ori the evoning of the 29th February.
